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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive, for 
example in claim 1, applicant argues that the automated attendant in the claim must be read as the ISP's in Backaus et al. and therefore 
reads away from the claim. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner interprets the claimed "automated attendant" as a device that 
answers incoming calls (see attached definition from Newton's Telecom Dictionary). The automated attendant, therefore in claim 1 is 
anticipated by the VRU in Backaus (114 Fig.1 ) which receives a call handle from LEC or IXC switch of Fig. 1 (see coL2 line 59-coL3 line 
33) which the VRU uses to retrieve caller account information in which it can handle the call, therefore claim 1 is anticipated by Backaus 
et al. Similarly in Claims 14 and 17 by reading the automated attendant/call handling system as the VRU instead of the ISP, as argued 
by the applicant, and the switches as the LEC or IXC switches, claims 14 and 17 are anticipated by Backaus. 
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
